The S.G.A. executive, mode up 
of & President* two Vice-Presi- 
dents, o Secretary, and a Trcasur- 
cr.has the obligation to main- 
tain "A comprehensive knowledge 
of the affairs of the S.G.A.L.U. 
anil Us associated organisations." 
{Article V, section 4d), "The fact 
that any student U Ignorant of 
this constitution ... Is no excuse 
for any infraction by him,*' {Art- 
lefr XI, section 12). 

Last spring, $225,00 appears to 
have been misappropriated from 
S.G.A, funds. Now, at the end of 
October, the Council has decided 
cfc look into the matter The 
reason for this long delay is that 
a few people thought It would be . 
mnre convenient to save the em- 
barrassment of the person or per- 
sons involved In alleged misappro- 
priation* if other means were fou- 
nd by which to replace the money. 
0' course, there are no convenient 
wpys of getting around the truth, 
and therefore, the matter has drag- 
ged on. Now a Judicial. Committee 
Is to bo formed In order to in- , 
vest I gale the matter. Students 
should feel relle\*cd that their 
rights arc at last going to be 
protcctod. 

But what of this Judicial Com* 
mlttce? The constitution is so va- 
gue concerning the Judicial (Ar- 
ticle XT} that the Judicial Com- 

mlttce may end up totally useless 
and powerless; or, on the other 

: hand, , It may adopt dictatorial 
mannerisms and infringe on the 
Invididuol rights. This is especial- - 
ly unfortunate' because it could 
have! .been prevented If council 

.had been wi!Hhg.,to .hear lho;ton- 

• Utiyo. .by-laws wich Terry Cook 
had palnitaklnglyi;drawn. up (at 

(council's own, request) prior to ; 



the voting of the Judicial Commit- 
tee. A sot number of rules and 
regulations could have been con- 
sidered in order that the Judicial 
tCommlttcc* have direction unci 
meaning. As It stands, all proce- 
dures will be based on spontaneous 
decisions arrived at by the ap- 
pointed Judges. 
The Judicial Committee will be 

formed regardless of the serious 
lack of regulations by which it 
could be guided. But what iscven 
worse and grossly undemocratic 
Is the lack of rights which any 
individual who may be called bo- 
feve tho Judicial Committee 
(which has no power to call this 
Individual in the first place) has. 
lie has no defence other than hb 
pica of 'guilty' or 'not guilty*, and 
his right to speak on his own be- 
half. The constitution docs not 
provide for his having cither coun- 
sel or witnesses to speak for him. 
The constitution states that any 
person appearing before the Jud- 

ge.i has. the right to « , , enter 

a plea at the commencement of 

tho, hearing. Whatever the plea, 

he may speak un his own behalf/' 

(Article XI, section 16.) It also 

states, and almost in tho same 

1i*mth, that witnesses can bo 

summoned only, "By the order 

of the Judicial Committee." {Ar- 
ticle XI, section 18.) 

So these are the facts: 1. $126,00 
are missing from tho student fund; 
2. A.D.E.UF.N.O. (Association Des 
Eludlonts do la Lnngue Francoiso 
du Nord de l'Ontario) recently 
sent a -cheque for $125.00 to the 
S.G.A.; 3. A Judicial Committee, 
totally inadequate,. in being set up 
to ^Investigate the alleged -mis- 
appropriation of funds before and 
during the A.DJJX.FJ4.0. . con- 
ference, of spring 1965." 



It seems to me that Council 
has decided to mix two wrongs, 
tot them stand for awhile, and 
are hoping the mouldy end pro- 
duct will be wholesome. To me, 
it recks already. 

Council has waited soven 
months before acting on this in- 
cident of alleged misappropriation. 
It must definitely bo looked into 
But first, establish a sound Judici- 
al that will give a Judicial Com- 
mittee tho required tsrength to 
act as well as guarantee the 
rights of individuals involved.

the editors are obligated to in- 
clude an approximately equal por- 
tion of copy in both languages." 
(English and French) 
Chair reads: — where is French 
Lambda? . . . The S.G.A has a]* 
lotted a lot of maney towards the 
Lambda and it is your duty to 
get a paper out to serve the 
French section of tho university. 
, , , Let's get tho presses rolling 
on French Lambda.". 

Sir docs it not seem evident to 
you that the Constitution clearly 
states that the present system 
of "English Editions" and "French 
Rdlllons" is undesirable? Why 
then do you choose to print Lamb- 
da in this manner? I suggest to 
you that Article III clearly de- 
mands that "the official newspa- 
per of Laurentlan University*" 
-publish as one edition with "c- 
qual portions of copy" in English

Editor's Note — To provide the 
students of L.XJ. with adequate

but the essential purpose of a new* 
paper is toprovide news.

I assure you, Mr. Holtby, that 
the French editor and myself are 
working together to protect W- 
lingualism and to promote bi* 
culturalism ot Laurentlan. We 
share an office and consult each 
other on various stories. Instead 
of having one English front page 
and one French front page per 
month we are able, under the 
present system, to provide twr 
headlines per month in each lang- 
uage. This, I believe, provides 
equal copy to both sections. Lamb* 
da is slill one newspaper whose 
language alternates weekly. 

If the students of Laurentlan so 
desire, we can combine the news- 
paper and put out one paper every 
two weeks but we feel that this is 
defeating the real and Intended 
purpose of a newspaper.

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THE CASE FOR THE BOOKSTORE 

In a recent edition of ORDO, there was an article severely 
criUching the bookstore. After hearing the university'* treasurer, 
Air Ronald, explain the situation to the various college presidents 
at a meeting in the Dean of Students' Offlce, I have come to the con- 
clusion that many of these criticisms were perhaps unjust 

Mr. Ronald explained that if a book was designated with the 
publisher's price, the book had to sell at that price If it was labeled 
with a suggested list price, the book was usually MV*ridw.pv*v 
all, the gross profit made by the bookstore on books was 15%. Of this 
10% was absorbed in overhead-salaries, rental of space, office 
expenses, etc. This leave only a profit of 6% tor the bookstore- 
.. The bookstore,Ronald went on to say, is a loser every yean 
Professors would order books and then change their order. This wouJd 
result inadded postage and handling charges as well as in Increased

Also, cheques cannot be accepted because of the number of nad 

Ch ^e P S tffi the books and the sticker, ^Jg-J £ 
books don't always match because many of the books P«"hwcd arc 
from American companies. American textbooks sold in Canada] have 
to be prisd higher to offset duly charges and vcrlous other ^xpeses. 

The supply of books that were not in on time can bo explained 
by the fact that student enrollment this year exceeded »« «P™ 
anticipation. The profession sent In requirements which fell short 
Sf^c demand. ^Vhen textbooks are reordered it takes from four to 
six weeks for delivery and this is the cause for delay. 

From now on the book store wilt remain open at t iwon. The 
staff will be put on staggered lunch hurs and this ( ^»cDMn 
opening. More staff cannot be added because the book-storo ha* 
a budget to follow Just as any other department at Laurentian. 

The bookstore may have some faults but we have to appreciate 
their side of the situation also. 

Depressed at the thought of buying ail those expensive text 
books? This proposal may help relieve that depression Why don t all 
the students of L.U, approach the SGA with a request to set up an 
exchange book store. It could run on the following pattern. 

Have the exchange store be Incorporated into the student 
service department Students could bring any texts that they wanted 
sold to the exchange and list the price wanted for each book on the 
inside front cover. If the book was sold, student scrvlco would de- 
duct 20% of the selling price as commission. 5% of the commission 
could go to the student service. manager and the remaining 15% 
would go to tho coffers of theS.G-A. Thus everyone would benefit 
students would buy books at reduced prices and sell books that they 
might have no further uso for* The S.G.A. and student services 
would benefit also with increased funds. Any unsold toxta which 
were not picked up by their owners could be donated to tho Libra- 
ry. This exchange has worked very well In many other universities. 
For cxamplo, at McMastor, tho demand for books exceeded the 
supply by about ten to one. This can bo very reassuring to people 
wishing to sell textbooks through such an exchange. 

We leave this proposal to you, tho students of Laurentian. 
If you want action, approach the S.G.A. 



ON THE CRISIS IN 
HIGHER EDUCATIONS

Recently, the CUS committee 
of ULU hod printed a brief dis- 
cussion entitled "The Crisis In 
Higher Education which out- 
lined many purportedly undcslro- 
ablc aspects of University cduca- 
tion; as this si assumed to be 
in general circulation among the 
students of Laurentian, its con- 
tents need not bo outlined in 
detail. Thjs effort is intended to 
question tho validity of that dis- 
cussion, 

"CUS realizes that If you ask 
tho individual student to pay you 
are going to restrict higher edu- 
cation to tho very rich." My, that 
is interesting. One may well ask, 
then, how Is it that some stu- 
dents from extremely poor, or 

even moderately well off fan*, 
lite: over enter university? No, 
CUS. rather, higher education is 
restricted to those who aro will- 
ing to work for it (if a rich 
person's child happens to have 
the financial burden removed 
z thek financial burden removed. 



that still docs not obviate the 
necessity for him to work at bb 
studies — ho may have an easier 
route Into university, but his Is 
not higher education until he 
makes It his). As It Is today, tho 
federal student loan plan gua- 
rantees EVERY ACADEMICALLY 
QUALIFIED student on opportu- 
nity for higher education. CUS*< 
objection to this plan Is dis- 
appointingly inadequate; tho terms 
of payment aro so reasonable 
by this plan, that tho earnings 
of a college graduate should be 
able to cope with "such a finan- 
cial burden"* (CUS's figures on 
summer earnings are Incredibly 
low — $500 should be tho 
figure for savings? Even at that, 
hero in Sudbury, for male *tu- 
tienU, that fa -ludicrously low — 
ono can save closer to $1,000 with 
no root problem If he is willing 
to work.) The only ones who may 
have a REAL problem with re- 
payment are the drdpouts and 
failures.

Since tho beginning of the year, 
the S.GJV. council has had many 
meetings, more than one a week. 
It would be impossible to report 
nil the developments lh*t have 
come up, but I shall mention a 
few of the most important ones.

ter-American Student Projects we- 
re given official recognition bd S. 
(I. A. I am very pleased to see 
the Interests of Laurentian stu- 
dents expanding in these areas. 

An Investigation is being made 
into the practicability of thcestab- 
lishment of a student police force 
on campus. The need for some 
method of students discipline has 
been recognized by both the ad- 
ministration and council. Hope- 
fully, some agreement can be 
reached under which tho students 
will dlsipllnc themselves. 

Several ommendments to the 
constitution on the sections dea- 
ling with by-elections and judici- 
al commltlco arc being drafted 
by Terry Cook for presentation to 

council. 

Ono of tho major undertakings 
of council this year will be the 



cty benefits, so should society 
pay; it neglects to apply tho same 
reasoning with such hard, cold 
logic to its individual members, 
It speaks as though society were 
not sharing tho cost — does it 
not realize that tuition fees barely 
cover salaries (If that)?

(And "society" could 
certainly use a few more men of 
consequence in tills degenerating 
generation.) 

"Que falre?" Let these hard-

<lf necessary) temporarily — not 
asking their notion to risk ca- 
pital any more so than at pressent 
on a not sure thing. But, not ask- 
for elimination of fees for all, let 
them ask for re-lmbursomont of 
expenses for those who are suc- 
cessful — for those who prove 
they can do It by doing it, for tho 
graduates. This would not detract 
from individual achievement in 
that tho sacrifice and work would 
still he necessary, and this would 
give "society" a chance to ex- 
press its appreciation for their 
making a better •tomorrw. Sum 
marlly, why dont students accre- 
dit "socioty" with some degree 
of Intelligence and sense of fair 
play, and approach "it" with a 
well-founded meticulously- reason- 
ed, legitimate claim* The result 

may surprise them.

L.U. STUDENT TO AID MEXICAN

A group of Laurcntion stu- 
dents will profit from an un- 
common experience next summer. 
They are part of a Canadian and 
American university students' 
movement, the Conference en In* 
ter-American Student Projects 
(CJ.A.S.P.) which has been active 
on several Canadian campuses for 
the past few years. The members 
of this organization volunteor 
Services (unpaid) tor a mini- 
mum of some seven weeks dur- 
ing the summer recess. In this 
time they travel to Mexico by 
hits where they take part in a 
5-day exhaustive orientation pro- 
gram In Mexico' City and then 
return approximately 250 kilo- 
meters north Into the Sierra 
Mndro Oriental mountain range 
where they live and work for the 
next weeks. Their aim while In 
Mexico Is to help tho Mexicans 
help themselves. By raising the 
standard of living to at least o 
minimum and by friendly co-op- 
eration they try to spread the 
Christian ideals of brotherly love 
and good will. This sounds very 
lofty — and it Is — but many 
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of the students who have been 
down have lived by t^ese guide- 
posts and have gleaned by the 
benefits and experiences of sue" 
a "giving" way of life. 

During the summer '65, approxi- 
mately ISO Canadian students 
worked on our project at four 
different major sites: Pisaflores, 
Xochiacoatlan, Hagulstengo and 
Molango.

Privacy was almost unheard 
of: we were there fer them no 
why lock yourself up? Weather 
was hot and dry and cold And 
rainy. The children had huge 
dark eyes, rotten teeth, swollen 
abdoraents, lice-y hair, wonderful 
dispositions and warm, gonulnc 
hearts. Well, enough for remlnia* 
cences now. 



Of course, to be of any u*e 
during their stay, the student* 
must bo we!t*traincd In various 
fields and quite fluent itt Spanish. 
Throughout tho year, our group 
will be receiving training In spirt* 
tual guidance, tho various aspects 
of home economics and practical 
nursing (for girls), farming and 
animal husbandry and basic con- 
struction techniques (por Ios 
muchanos), history and geography 
of Mexico, teaching technique^ 
etc Besides, a most Important 
program will be that devised to 
raise the necessary fund* • for 
each student ($200.00 for trans- 
portation and living expense*).
